Synopsis of Legislative Proceedings. 


SENATE. 
January 15. 
Mr. Bush presented two petitions, 
one from the Mayor and Common 
Council of Los Angeles and the other 
from the people, asking for authority 
to issue the bonds of the city of Los 
Angeles to the amount of $18,000 to 
pay for grounds deeded to the South­ 
ern Pacific Railroad Company for de­ 
pot and machine shop purposes., 
Mr. Bush—Those ure local petitions 
referring to the city of Los Angeles. I 
move that we dispense with their read­ 
ing, and that they be laid on the table 
temporarily. 
The motion was carried. 
By consent Mr. Bush introduced, 
without previous notice, the following 
bill: An Act to authorize the corpora­ 
tion of the city of Los Angeles to Issue 
bonds to purchusejrallroad depot and 
workshop grounds. 
Mr. Bush—I now move that the pe­ 
titions I offered a few moments ago be 
taken up and referred to the Commit­ 
tee on Corporations, with the bill. 
The bill and germane petitions were 
referred to the Committee on Corpora­ 
tions. 
Mr. Evans, pursuant to notice, in­ 
troduced the following bill: 
An Act to regulate the liahilitities 
of hotel keeper and to prevent frauds 
and fraudulent practices iqton or by 
hotel keepers. 
The bill provides that where a hotel 
is supplied with a safe the landlord 
shall not be responsible for the loss of 
valuable property if notice is given 
that all valuables must bo deposited in 
the safe. 
The price of board and 
lodging, by the day, week and meal, 
must be posted in every room and in 
other public places in a hotel, and the 
landlord shall be liable to forfeit three 
times the amount of any overcharge 
over such rates, and shall not be allow­ 
ed, in such cases to collect anything 
for accommodation furnished or servi­ 
ces rendered. 
Any person procuring 
board or lodgings by fraudulent mis­ 
representations shall Is- guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 
The bill was referred to the Judicia­ 
ry Committee. 
ASSEMBLY. 
Senate Bill No. 07—An Act to amend 
an Act concerning the compensation of 
certain county officers In the county 
of Los Angeles, approved February 20, 
1872—was read twice and referred to 
the Committee on Ways iind Means. 
Mr. Venablo introduced by consent 
An Act mandatory of and supplemen­ 
tary to an Act entitled an Act con­ 
cerning the compensation of certain 
county officers in the county of Los 
Angeles, approved February 2fi, 1872. 
Read twice, and pefcrred to the Los 
Angeles delegation. 
On motion of Mr. Bowers the House 
went into Committee ou the whole to 
consider Assembly hills (>8 and 7<i, the 
latter an act for the relief of ¡sheriff 
Rowland of Los Angelos county. 
The Committee recommended that 
the bill be amended making the 
amount appropriated $1,096 instead of 
$2,500 and reported it back to the 
House. 
It was then recommitted to 
the Committee 6u Claims. 
Senate Bill No. 118—An Aet amend­ 
atory of an Act making an appropria­ 
tion for the capture of the bandit Vas- 
que4 aud his band, approved January 
10,'187a—was reiVd twice and referred 
to the Committee on Ways and 
Means. 
The Speaker appointed the following 
persons as a committee to investigate 
the charges of fraud against members 
of the Assembly in the late Senatorial 
election: Summers, Norton, Freeman, 
Coggins and Simpers. 


Venable offered a concurrent resolu­ 
tion relative to the imposing of a duty 
on imported tropical and semi-tropical 
fruit. 
Referred to the Committee on 
Federal Relations. 
The Senate bill offering a reward for 
the capture of Vasquez was passed. 
An Act relating to the turning of the 
San Diego river was ordered en­ 
grossed.

Fares and Freights. 


A correspondent in another column 
criticises the bill now before the Legis­ 
lature, for the regulation of fares and 
freights on our railroads, and an ex­ 
amination does show an exceedingly 
liberal schedule, when compured with 
the rates that eastern law-givers are 
disposed to allow, and while they are 
some lower than the rates actually 
charged by the roads, it is still doubt­ 
ful whether our commerce can afford 
to pay them. 
This is a delicate and intricate ques­ 
tion to meddle with, and will require 
the careful study and discussion of 
more than one Legislature, before an 
entirely satisfactory act is framed. It 
must be remembered that we in Cal­ 
ifornia have our railroads in the main, 
yet to build, and cannot afford to fight 
or cripple them, but on the other hand 
should do all in our power to encour­ 
age and stimulate the building of, 
roads on legitimate principles. 
We 
should be careful, however, not to al­ 
low railroad combinations to take 
practical control of the State, and dic­ 
tate to the people the terms on which 
their business shall be transacted. We 
have allowed the railroads to go far 
enough in gaining the ascendency 
over us, but are not so badly off as 
Illinois and some other States that 
have granted special privileges till it 
is doubtful whether the people or the 
corporations control the State, and it 
is the p an of wisdom to shape legisla­ 
tion so th at there shall be no question 
of the power of the State to supervise 
and regulate these public carriers. Just 
to what extent it is practicable to fix 
rates for existing lines, it is impossible 
to decide without further information, 
and we hope that before any further 
action is taken our legislators will 
take pains to inform themselves more 
fully. We want a law that will bene­ 
fit the people and not cripple the roads. 
We want one too, that will stand the 
test of judicial criticism, and not as in 
the case of the Illinois law, be found 
in the course of two or three years to 
be a nullity. 
Congress has also taken the m atter 
i n hand and shows a disposition to re­ 
gulate business th at passes from one 
State to another, and it is desirable 
that the enactments passed by it, and 
by the different States should be 
harmonious. The National Commision 
proposed may be made the means of 
promoting this needed unity of action, 
and careless and 
hasty legislation 
should be avoided, at least till the 
principles of action be well developed. 


The Rebel Archives. 


No more inexcusable act has been 
perpetrated by the present Adminis­ 
tration than the purchase with gov­ 
ernment funds of the so-called rebel 
archives, and the holding of them in 
reserve for political purposes. If these 
archives were proper articles of pur­ 
chase, they should be open to public 
inspection, or better, ought to have 
been published, but the holding of 
them over the heads of political oppo­ 
nents, is an unworthy use of such an 
advantage, and a misuse of the peo­ 
ple’s money. If there were traitors in 
our m idst during the civil war, they 
should have been exposed as soon as 
the proof came into the hands of the 
government officials. The holding of 
these proofs till a convenient season, 
and then perm itting their use in po­ 
litical and personal warfare, by parties 
interested in the questions at issue, 
and therefore likely to garble or alter 
them, smacks too much of the despot­ 
ism of Louis Napoleop, and should 
not be allowed in a Republican gov­ 
ernment. In Cushing’s case, a friend­ 
ly letter of introduction containing no 
treasonable sentiments, was so dis­ 
torted by the hand of personal and 
partisan malice, that the confirmation 
of one of our ablest men has been de­ 
feated. There is nothing in the let­ 
ter itself to indicate th at Cushing 
held any sentiments about the rebel­ 
lion, different from these expressed by 
Lincoln and Seward, and if the letter 
had been giveu to the public, at the 
time it came into the possession of the 
government, and in the exact words 
of the text, it would have caused no 
prrticular excitement, and would have 
been forgottou. Kept in secret how­ 
ever, ami manipulated by the hands 
of his enemies, it has served to des­ 
troy the chance of confirming the 
only decent nomination for Chief Jus­ 
tice that is likely to be made. In this 
case it was one of the President’s 
friends th at has been damaged, and in 
the revolutions that political matters 
have undergone, it is impossible to 
tell where the beginning of exposure 
is going to strike. This reduoes their 
use, as now held, to serve personal 
ends. We want no such elemeut in 
our 
national politics. The govern­ 
ment should either publish all the 
documents, or destroy them , snd have 
an end of piece-meal and distorted ex­ 
posure.
